In offering these words of ad
vice and caution to drivers and
pedestrians, California Highway
Patrol Commissioner B. R. Cald
well and Torrance Police Chie”
Willard Haslam pointed out that
342 persons were killed in the
state during December, -1953.

“A tragic fact is that 70 of
these dead were killed In accl-
dents involving drivers who had
been drinking,” the law enforce-
ment men said.

Speed, drunkenegs; right-of-
way and turning violations cause
almost two-thirds of all death
and injury accidents, according
to Highway Patrol figures, Deo-
cember always is the blackest
month of the year from a traffic
accldent standpoint.

“The holiday ‘season will find
more relaxation in'the Patrol's
intensified enforcement pro-
gram,” Caldwell said. Haslam
added that every available traf.
fic man will ‘be on duty during
